Coroner Huff 
issued a certificate of murder and 
suicide. 

Coincident with the double trag- 
edy was the attempt of Edna High, 
a school teacher, to end her life. 
She swallowed six poison tablets 
a short time before the bodies of 
Shenton and .Warmkessel were 
found. She was a friend of one 
of the young men. Her condition 
is critical. The police™tay her at- 
tempt at suicide apparently had no 
connection with the deaths of the 
students. 

A note left by Sbenton Iindicat- 
ed that the young men had been | 
contemplating suicide for some 
time. 

The note read:

This disappointing fact was dis- 
cussed editorially in the Post-Dis- 
patch Wednesday, in part as fol- 
lows: 

“It is astounding that a public 
}issue of such tremendous 
tance to the people of the State as 
the revision of the Constitution, so 
long needed, so insistently demand- 
ed by leadere cf public opinion, 
‘should create so little 
among the masses of the voters. 
The conclusion seerns inevitable 
that the majority of the voters do 
‘not care what the fundamental law 
iof the State is, what are the con- 
ditions that make for or undo jus- 
tice in the courts; whether the Gov- 
ernment is conducted efficiently 
or not; whether we have a good or 
bad tax system: how the public 
instruction shall be supervised and

'not: whether the structure of the 
Government upon which good gov- 
ernment depends is sound or not. 

“The most discouraging aspect 
of American politics is the indiffer- 
ence,of the people to vital ques-

as the people are apathetic to-

\sort of government we shall have.”’

Old-fashioned spoon 
bread, so-called because of its soft, 
moist texture, is one of the most 
popular corn breads. The nited 
States Department of Agriculture 
has tested this recipe: 

1 cup corn meal. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

1 tablespoon shortening 

2 cups water. 

2 eggs. 

Icup milk. 

Place the meal, salt, shortening 
and water in a double boller and 
ecok for 10 minutes, stirring until 
smooth and thick. Allow this to 
cool somewhat, then add the well- 
beaten eggs, and finally thin down 
to a batter with the milk. Reat 
well, pour into a greased pan or 
baking dish, and bake in a rather 
hot oven for about oie sme:

Among the atrange changes 
which time has wreught is the 
turning of the papal mint into a 
music school, To Americans Avig- 
non has a special significance be- 
cause John Stuart Mill, the famots 
economist, died there and is buried 
in the local cemetery. 

The railroad express trains from 
the Riviera pass Avignon close 
enough to enable the passengers to 
look out the windows and see the 
towers and turrets of the pulace of 
the Popes. 

They also get a glimpse of the 
tower of the cathedral. This Is a 
Romanesque building, mainly of 
the twelfth century, and its most 
prominent feature is a statue of the 
Virgin in gold. Among the most 
beautiful works of art in the inte- 
rior is the mausoleum of Pope John 
XXII, a masterpiece of Gothise 
carving of the fourteenth century. 
Avignon, today, is the seat of an 
Archbishop. 


” 
ODDING sleepily in the warm 
N French sun lies Avignon, a Iit- 
tle city of about 35,000 souls 
seldom visited by tourists, never 
heard of in the news, but the place 
from which the Christian world 
was ruled for nearly a century. 
Avignon lies on the left bank of 
the Rhone, about 140 miles south 
of Lyons. Its chief attraction to- 
day is the palace of the Popes. 
From 1507 to 1377 the ruler of the 
Catholic Church lived in Avignon, 
and after the last Pope returned 
to Rome a claimant to the position 
of Pope ruled in Avignon until 
1409, creating a great schism in 
the Catholic Church a century be- 
fore the revolt of Martin Luther. 


Rome was at its lowest ebb as a 
city about the year 1300. Culivil 
wars and invasions had almost 
completely destréyed the former 
mistress of the ‘world. When Clem- 
ent V was madé-Pope he feared 
to go to Rome, because of its tur- 
moil, and a succession of Popes 
The city was 
\pought by them from France, and 
there they built the huge palace, 
which still stands. During the ex- 
i] of the Popes from Rome the 
Cojliege of Cardinals became almost 
completely French, and all the 
rons were Frenchmen. The King 
of Fkance was continually endeav- 
oring {o make the Popes subservi- 
ent to iim, and it was this which 
caused ‘Wons, IX to decide to re- 


turn to tome.
